Thousands of men and women In
Lincoln county will go to the polis
today and cast their ballots for the
party nominations for office. The
polls were open at § o'clock this
morning and will close at 8§ this
evening. Qualificatons for voters
are fow and simple, A man or wo-
wan must be at least 21 years ot
age and a resident of Nebraska for
at least aix months, of Lincoln
county for' at least 6o days and of
the precinet or ward in which he
votes for at least 10 days. In the
city of North Platte he must have
registered with the clty clerk in order
to vote, The electlon is under the
direct control of the County Clerk
Who prepares all the election bal.
with other
necessary blanks and reports to the
clection officers In each precinct or
ward. Only three parties are eli.
gible to have tickets in the deld.
The others failed to cast enough
votes at the last general election as
old parties or did not quallfy as new
parties. In most of the citles ana
villages In the county. counting boards
consisting of four volers will begin
work at noon and continue during
the afternoon and evening to count
the voted. The vote of the county
will probably be counted an hour
after the polls close. The candida.
tes for the different offices have
made thelr fight, They haye been
encouraged by their friends and now
are walling the count to learn the
results. The winners will be the
candidatos at the pegular election
next fall,
